THRE NEW PREMIER. 


Sketeh ef His Carccr 


John J. Caldwell Abbott was born 
70 years ago in the rectory of St. An- 
drew’s parish, County of Argenteuil, 
Quebec. His father was the Rev Jos 
eph Abbott M. A. who in 1818 came 
from England and settied at St. An- 
drew’s as the first Anglican incumbent. 
The elder Abbott, after a brief resi- 
dence at St. Andrew’s married Harriet 
daughter of the Rev. Richard Bradford 
rector of the adjoining parish of Chat- 
haw. The union resulted in the birth 
of a son on March 12, 1821. Careful 
training at the hand of his father with 
the intent of entering upon a univer 
sity course, occupied the first few years 
of the future statesman’s life, which 
uneventfully until he went to Montreal 
and matriculated at McGill College. 
Here his course gradually opened out 
for him, and after several years of 
close application, during which his life 
was one of study—industrious and ar- 
dent—he graduated a B.C. L. IIe at 
once entered upon the study of law and 
in his 27th year was called to the bar 
of Lower Canada. These were stirring 
times in the political history of Canada. 
Two years after Mr. Abbott commenc- 
ed his practice, a Montreal mob burn- 
ed the Parliament House and practic 
ally drove the Governor out of the city. 
There is norecord, however, that Mr. 
Abbott took much more than the com- 
mon interest in these events. He is 
on the record as mixing in politics at 
this time, for his name has come down 
as one of the signers of the now famous 
annexationist monifesto of 1849. High 
Tory as he was and sufficiently interest. | 
ed in current events to take this step, 
itis not apparent that he followed it 
up by taking a promii.ent part in poli- 
tics. For several years he devoted 
himself chiefly to commercial law and 


built up a reputation for shrewdness 
and caution. Then, as now, he was

reckoned a safe man with whom to take 
counsel, a man little likely to risk all 
on one throw of fortune’s dice. It was 
not until 1859 that he entered political 
life as member for his native 
in the Assembly of Canada.. From 
that time onward he took an active 
part in the transactions of the House, 
notably in reference to commertial 
matters. He wasmadeaQ. C. in 1862, 
and for a short time was a member of 
the Sandfield-Macdonald Ministry as 
Solicitor-General. In 1864, after a 
good deal of research, he introduced 
and fought through the House the 
“Insolvent Act,” probably bis chief 
work as a legislator. The act has been 
amended at various times but in the 
bill of Mr. Abbott the foundation of 
future legislation was laid. The suc- 
cessful carrying through of this meas- 
ure added greatly to his reputation 
both as a lawyer and legislator. As 
father of the Insolvency Act he was con- 
sulted by many seeking toen force its pro- 
visions and his practiceinzreased greatly. 
In 1867 upon Confederation Mr. 
Abbott was returned to the House of 
Comunons, and continued to take great 
interest in legal questions that came 
up in the House. In the negotiations 
of the syndicate of which Sir Hugh 
Allan was chief, for the Pacific railway 
charter, Mr. Abbott acted as counsel, 
and through his confidential clerk's 
treachery—or patriotic spirit—it was 
that the famous private correspondence 
scandal saw

which caused the Pacific 
the light. In the defeat of the Gov- 
ernment at that tine Mr. Abbott 
shared, and from 1874 to 1880 was 
without a seat in Parliament. He was 
returned once more in the latter year 
and sat through the Parliament of 
1883-87. Retiring then, he was sub- 
sequently elevated to the Senate, which 
he has nowana again brought before 
public notice. He is now Govern 
ment leader in the Senate, and ore of | 
the most vigorous members of “the | 
Lords.“ The Legislative achivements 
of Hon. Mr. Abbott have been chiefly 
along the line of his first work. Next 
to the Insolvency Act, the measure by 
which his reputation has been most en- 
hanced, is the Jury Law Consolidation 
Act of Lower Canada. Another im- 
portant matter in which he took part 
was the defining of the powers of the 
Lieutenant-Governors. In company 
with Hon. H. L. Langevin (now Sir 
Hector) he went to England in 1879 
On the mission which resulted in the 
dismissal of Lieut.-Gov. Letellier of 
Quebec for exceeding his power and 
government without the advice of the 
Ministry of the day. 

In private life Mr. Abbott is an 
amiable gentieman, and has surround- 
ed himself rather with friends than 
followers. He married in 1849, Mary, 
daughter of the late Dean Bethune of 
Montreal.
